An Office Action on the merits of claims 1-5 follows. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Jin et al 

(Pat No. 6,392,286 B1) hereinafter Jin et al. 

Jin et al teach a semiconductor chip packaging system and a method which uses UV 
rays to clean PCBs instead of plasma gas. A guide belt conveys the PCBs from the 
cleaning station to the fabricating equipment i.e. mounting mechanism. The PCBs are 
introduced into the fabricating process immediately after cleaning. It would have been 
obviously to use a chamber for cleaning the substrate and electronic part by means of a 
plasma rather than using UV rays inasmuch as Jin et al teach that use of plasma 
cleaning is well known to clean PCBs. 

Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
